p rofound significance. The invssti» 
gation took p lace on an island in the 
Mediterranean in the p resence of 
p rofessor Kichet, the French p sychol 
cgist, and other scientists under con 
ditions whioh Professor Lodge alals* 
Absolutely p recluded all possibilltT 
of collusion or fraud of any kina. 
Tests were made with scientific ap p a­ 
ratus, including a dynamometer, and 
a table was lifted by some unaooount- 
able force, which was ti ereby p roved 
to be of an extraordinary charaoter. 
While hundreds of witnesses have 
testified to the p henomena of thi# 
sort scientists as a body have always 
avoided such subjects. She fallibil­ 
ity of human testimony is so great 
that no weight has been attached to 
evidence of the kind. Not only have 
scientists as a class absolutely re­ 
fused until now to investigate th* 
p henomena called sp iritiatio or to 
oonsider the remotest possibility of 
its occurrence, but the very few who 
have ventured to make themselves 
excep tions to the rule, like Wallaoe, 
Crook and Zollner, have thereby ma­ 
terially 
imp aired their standing 
among thoir fellows. 
Professor Lodge’s rep ort now 
p laces tho subject up on a different 
basis. 
It would be difficult to im­ 
p each tho evidence of a man Ilk* 
him, re-enforced as it is by the tes­ 
timony of other scientists of high 
rep ute. This result, however, can 
hardly lie regarded In the light of a 
concession to the claims of modern 
sp iritualism. 
Simp ly because the 
source of a force is unknown con­ 
stitutes no reason for ascribing it to 
tho work of “sp irits” or other su­ 
p ernatural agencies. It has always 
been common so to regard the op­ 
erations of natural phenomena that 
were not understood. Electricity was 
as mysterious two centuries ago aa 
this strange force is today, and sav­ 
ages regard the op erations of steam 
engines as caused by sup ernatural 
p owers. 
In the changed attitude 
which science now ap p ears to be tak­ 
ing the existence of a force hither­ 
to unknown is acknowledged as dem­ 
onstrated. It has thus become the 
p rop er function of science to ascer­ 
tain, if p ossible, its source, its laws 
and the conditions under which it 
op erates, just as the facts concern­ 
ing electricity have been made clear. 
—Boston Journal.

Professor Oliver J, Lodge is un 
questionably one of the very fora* 
most men in the ranks of physical 
science. 
His original researches 
have been of inestimable value in 
the additions which they have made 
to the sum of human knowledge. 
Therefore when such a man, trained 
to weigh every item in a subject pf 
study with the utmost oars, to scru­ 
tinize every detail, (3 verify every 
result and to take nothing for grant­ 
ed, becomes responsible for a report 
like that whioh he has just made aa 
the result of his investigation pf sojnq 
remarkable physical phenomena con­ 
nected with an ignorant Italian peas­ 
ant woman, it beoomea a matter of 
profound significance. Hie investi­ 
gation took place on an island in the 
Mediterranean in the presence of 
Professor Jtichet, the French psychol- 
agist, and other scientists under oon 
ditions whioh Professor Lodge all 
absolutely precluded all possibility 
of collusion or fraud of any kind 
Tests were made with scientific appa­ 
ratus, including a dynamometer, pn4 
a table was lifted by some unaccount­ 
able force, which was thereby proved 
to be of an extraordinary character. 
While hundreds of witnesses have 
testified to the phenomena of this 
Bort scientists as a body have always 
avoided such subjects. She fallibil­ 
ity of human testimony is so great 
that no weight bas been attached to 
evidence of the kind. Not only have 
scientists as a class absolutely re­ 
fused until now to investigate the 
phenomena called spiritistic or to 
consider the remotest possibility of 
its occurrence, but tile very few who 
have ventured to make themselves 
exceptions to the rule, like Wallace, 
Crook and Zollner, have thereby ma­ 
terially impaired their standing 
among their fellows. 
Professor Lodge’s report now 
plaees the subject upon a different 
basis. It would be difficult to im­ 
peach the evidence of a man like 
him, re-enforced as it is by the tes­ 
timony of other scientists of high 
repute. This result, however, can 
hardly be regarded in the light of a 
concession to the claims of modern 
spiritualism. 
Simply because the 
source of a force is unknown con­ 
stitutes no reason for ascribing it to 
the work of ‘‘spirits” or other su­ 
pernatural agencies. It baa always 
been common so to regard the op­ 
erations of natural phenomena that 
were not understood. Electricity was 
as mysterious two centuries ago aa 
this strange force is today, and ©st 
ages regard the operations of steam 
engines as caused by supernatural 
lowers. 
In the changed attitude 
which science now appears to be tak­ 
ing the existence of a force hither­ 
to unknown is acknowledged aa dem­ 
onstrated. It has thus become the 
iroper function of science to ascer­ 
tain, if possible, its source, its laws 
and the conditions under which it 
operates, just as the facts concern­ 
ing electricity have been made dear- 
—Boston Journal.

Languages o f Palestine. 
As regards the languages spoken 
in Palestine in the limo of Christ, 
much that is of high importance has 
resulted from recent exploration. A 
dedication to Herod was written both 
in Aramaic and in Greek, and tkero 
are a grqpt many Greek texts of (his 
age in all parts of the country, which 
show us that the old Canaanite reli­ 
gions had not yet died out, but were 
mingled with Greek mythology, so 
that the names of native and of 
Greek deities stand side by sido. Tile 
region where tho Crocks wero most 
numerous avos apjmrently Docapolis, 
east of the sea of Galilee, and it seems 
to me probable that tho jjooplo of 
Gadara, 
who kept swine, 
wero 
Greeks, for the pig was regarded as 
an unclean animal by tho Phoenicians 
and other na ti vestas well as by the 
Jews. 
It has often been disputed 
whether tho gospels woro originally 
written in Greek or in Aramaic, but 
it has now been rendered certain by 
exploration that Greek was very 
widely used in Palestine at this time, 
and that it was understood by tho 
Jews as well as by others. We have 
recovered tho stone, written in 
Greek, which warned tho gentiles 
not to enter the inner court of tho 
temple and have found early Jewish 
bone boxes on Olivet inscribed in 
Greek.—Contemporary Review. 
Whaa the Late Clar Wee a Uoj. 
While Alexander III of Russia was 
•till only the young heir to the throne 
he was oalled to pass in review, by his 
father’s side, a number of tho high 
dignitaries of the empire. As official 
after official passed by the hated Ger­ 
man termination of names in * ‘ berg” 
betrayed their origin. At last Alex­ 
ander H pronounced a purely Rus­ 
sian name in “off.” Ho was surpris­ 
ed to hear a sigh of relief from his 
son, who remarked audibly, “Thero’s 
one, at any rate.”—Philadelphia 
Ledger.

Washington, April IO.—The supreme 
court has 
decided 
the income tax 
eases. The court knockt*d out the law 
so far as it taxed incomes derived 
from rents, and also from state, coun­ 
ty and municipal bonds. 
By a tie 
vote of the court the law was sus­ 
tained in other respects. 
The court’s 
conclusions, after 
re­ 
viewing 
the 
historical 
aud 
other 
phases of the question, were as fol­ 
lows: 
First—That by the constitution fed­ 
eral taxation is divided into two great 
classes—direct taxes and duties, im­ 
ports and excises. 
Second — The imposition of direct 
taxes is governed by the rule of ap­ 
portionment among tile several states, 
according to nunffters and the imposi­ 
tion of duties, iin)*osts and excises by 
the rule of uniformity throughout tile 
United States. 
Third—That the principle that tax­ 
ation and representation together was 
intended to lie and was preserved in 
the constitution by the establishment 
of the rule of apportionment among 
the several states, so that such apjtor- 
tionment should lie according to num­ 
bers in each state. 
Fourth—1That the states surrendered 
their power to levy imposts and to 
regulate commerce to the general gov­ 
ernment and gave It the concurrent 
power to levy direct taxes in reliance 
on the protection afforded by the rules 
prescribed, and that the compromises 
of the constitution cannot Is? disturbed 
by legislative action. 
F ifth—That these conclusions result 
from the text of the constitution, and 
are supported by the historical evi­ 
dence furnished by the circumstances, 
surrounding and framing and adop­ 
tion of that instrument and the views 
of those who framed and adopted it. 
Sixth—that the understanding nnd 
expectation at the time of the adop­ 
tion of the constitution was that di­ 
rect taxes would not be levied upon 
the general government, except under 
the pressure 
of 
extraordinary exi­ 
gency, and such has been the practice 
down to Aug. 15, 1804. 
If tho power 
to do so is to lie exercised as an ordi­ 
nary aud usual means of supply, that 
fact furnishes an additional reason 
for circumspection in disposing of the 
present case. 
Seventh—1That taxes on roil estate 
belong to the class of direct taxes, 
and that tho taxes on the rent or In­ 
come of real estate, which is the In­ 
cident of Its ownership, belong to the 
same class. 
Eighth—That by no previous decis­ 
ion of this court has this question been 
adjudicated to the contrary of the 
conclusions now announced. 
Ninth—That so much of the act of 
Aug. 15, 1S!)4, as attempts to impose 
a tax upon the rent or income of real 
estate without apportionment is in­ 
valid. 
Some Bonds Exem pt. 
The court is further of the opinion 
that the act of Aug. 15, 1894, is invalid 
so far as It attempts to levy a tax 
upon the income derived from mu­ 
nicipal bonds. 
A s-a municipal <.-or- 
po rat iou is the representative of the 
state aud one of the instrumentalities 
of tile state government, th? property 
and revenues of municipal corpora­ 
tions are uot subjects of federal tax­ 
ation, nor is the income derived from 
state, county and municipal securities, 
since taxation on the interest there­ 
from operates oil tile power to bor­ 
row’ before it is exercised and has a 
sensible Influence on 
the

aud, therefore, such a tax is a tax on 
the power of the states and their in­ 
strumentalities to borrow money, and 
consequently repugnant to the con­ 
stitution.

Railroads West of ths Mi**i»$ippi. 
How many realize that of the 161,- 
000 miles of railroad in the United 
fHatss ip 1889, 71,600 miles, or nearly 
On*-half, are west of the Mississippi, 
and that of this 11,470 miles are west 
of tbe Rocky Mountains? The rail­ 
road building of the east has been of 
steady growth, but that of the west has 
leaped into existence almost within a 
derads. Ths “pony express” and tbe 
“prairie tehooner” of Seward’s day 
ha*e f in s place to aix great transcon­ 
tinental linsa of railway, which pene- 
trata from ths East to the Pacific 
Coast, all af them constructed since 
1869. The railroad building of the 
east is eomparatirely at a standstill 
hut it is eantmuing iu the west on a 
seals whieh will soon gire it a prepon­ 
derance. 
Already Cahforna stands 
third on ths list of value per capita of 
railroad property, owning $741 per 
capita, being surpassed only by Rhode 
Island and Massachusetts, and being 
follewed by New York with $549 per 
capita, Ohio with $433 and Yirgina 
with $948, those States being the 
highest in their respective section. 
California alone mined one^third of the 
gold product of ths United States in 
1893. During the ten years from 1884 
to X894, ths shipping owned in the 
Atlantis and Gulf States decreased 
710 in number and 135,000 in tonnage. 
During tbe same period tbe shipping 
owned on the Pacific Coast increased 
front 1921 with a tonnage of 334,669 
in 1864, to 1520 and a tonnage of 456,- 
369 in 1894, an increase in number of 
499, and in tonnAgs of 121,690.—Ex.

Professor Oliver J. Lodge is un­ 
questionably ono of the very fora* 
most men in the ranks of physical 
science. 
His original researches 
have been of inestimable value In 
the additions which they have made 
to the sum of human knowledge. 
Therefore when such a man, trained 
to weigh every item in a subject of 
study with the utmost care, to scru­ 
tinize every detail, 
verify every 
result and to tnke nothing for grant­ 
ed, becomes responsible for a report 
like that whioh he has just made as 
the result of his investigation of soma 
remarkable physical phenomena con­ 
nected with an ignorant Italian peas­ 
ant woman, it becomes a matter of 
profound significance. 
The investi­ 
gation took place on an island in the 
Mediterranean in the presence of 
professor Richet,tho French psychol­ 
ogist, and other scientists under con­ 
ditions whioh Professor Lodge stale# 
absolutely precluded all possibility 
of collusion or fraud of any kina. 
Tests were made with scientific appa­ 
ratus, including a dynamometer, and 
a table was lifted by some unaccount­ 
able force, which was thereby proved 
(o be of an extraordinary charaoter. 
While hundreds of witnesses have 
testified to the phenomena of thi# 
sort scientists as a body have always 
avoided such subjects. 
Bhe fallibil­ 
ity of human testimony is so great 
that no weight has boen attached to 
evidence of the kind. Not only have 
scientists as a class absolutely re­ 
fused until now to investigate the 
phenomena called spiritistic or to 
consider the remotest possibility of 
its occurrence, but the very few who 
have ventured to make themselves 
exceptions to the rule, like Wallaoe, 
Crook and Zollner, have thereby ma­ 
terially impaired their standing 
among thoir fellows. 
Professor Lodge’s report now 
places the subject upon a different 
basis. 
It would be difficult to im­ 
peach tbo evidence of a man like 
him, re-enforced as it is by the tes­ 
timony of other scientists of high 
repute. 
This result, however, can 
hardly be regarded in the light of a 
concession to the claims of modern 
spiritualism. 
Simply because the 
source of a force is unknown con­ 
stitutes no reason for ascribing it to 
the work of “spirits” or other su­ 
pernatural agencies. 
It has always 
been common so to regard th© op­ 
erations of natural phenomena tha* 
were not understood. Electricity waa 
as mysterious two centuries ago as 
this strange force is today, and sav­ 
ages regard the operations of steam 
engines as caused by supernatural 
powers. 
In the changed attitude 
which science now appears to be tak­ 
ing the existence of a force hither­ 
to unknown is acknowledged as dem­ 
onstrated. It has thus become th© 
proper function of science to ascer­ 
tain, if possible, its source, its laws 
and the conditions under which it 
operates, just as the facts concern­ 
ing electricity have been made clear. 
—Boston Journal.

It is by very force of contrast that 
the quietest places in New York at 
night are those which are noisiest by 
day—to wit, the great shipping and 
warehouse quarters. 
From the foot 
of Forty-second street, on the east, 
clear around the island to the New 
York Central railroad slips at th© 
foot of Sixtieth street, on the west, 
there are during the day the rush of 
traffic, the clatter of buggies, the 
nimble of trucks, the classic apos­ 
trophes of the truckmen, the build­ 
ing up and demolition of pyramids 
of merchandise on the wharves and 
the quick moving streams of men 
loading and unloading craft from 
here, there and everywhere. 
But at night all thk great belt of 
activity ia quiet end deserted save 
in an occasional spot where there Is 
an extra rush on some piece of work. 
The streets are filled with empty 
trucks and carts. There is the erratlo 
glimmer of lanterns and the faint 
sound of horses feeding in unsnspeot- 
ed stables. 
The shadowy figures of 
watchman more slowly about, tha 
ship lanterns rise and fall with the 
tide, and square patches of light 
mark the ships’ oom panion ways and 
the scuttle hole© of the oanalboats. 
Across the street the restaurants and 
saloons are open and sometimes 
noisy, but along the watera'de It is 
as quiet as the river itself. 
The contrast is even greater in the 
great business blocks along Green­ 
wich street on the one side and those 
abutting on Water street on the East 
river, those wonderful seotioni of 
the city where the products of the 
world are not only dealt in, but actu­ 
ally handled; where offices are grimy 
and the warehouses bursting with 
riches. 
Puring the daylight hours 
there is no cease to the movement 
here—not the movement of people, 
but the movement of goods. 
It is 
not the prestissimo movement either 
that one sees ovor on the great thor­ 
oughfares of travel, but the open, 
largo movement of cargoes on wheels 
drawn by ponderous beasts of bur­ 
den. 
It is the extant, not the rapid­ 
ity, of the business that is bewilder­ 
ing. 
It is as though all the world 
had turned merchant and was trad­ 
ing here. And then, when the dusk 
oom ©a on, a strange loneliness comes 
down on everything. 
The roaring 
trucks go off, and their absence alone 
changes the whole character of the 
locality. Great iron doors are banged 
to, specks of light show where the 
shipping clerks are laying out their 
plans for next morning’s first job, 
the narrow streets take on unaccus­ 
tomed airs of quiet and are seen to 
be even narrower and dirtier than 
they were thought to be when filled 
from house to house with moving 
loads of clean packages, and when 
the last clerk locks the door and scur­ 
ries away to the lighted and lively 
streets it is as though the yery spirit 
of loneliness had taken possession of 
the place.—New York Bun.

L an gu age* o f P a le s tin e . 
As regards tho languages spoken 
in Palostino in the time of Christ, 
much that is of high iraportanco has 
resulted from recent exploration. A 
dedication to Herod was written both 
in Aramaic and in Greek, and there 
aro a grqpt many Greek texts of this 
age in all parts of the country, which 
show us that the old Canaanito reli­ 
gions had not yet died out, but wero 
mingled with Greek mythology, ko 
that tho names of native and of 
Greek deities stand side by side. Tim 
region where tho Greeks were most 
numerous was apparently Decapolis, 
east of tho sea of Galilee, and it seems 
to mo probable that the people of 
Gadara, 
who kept swine, 
wero 
Greoks, for tho pig was regarded as 
an unclean animal by tho Phoenicians 
and other natives^as well as by tho 
Jews. 
It has often boen disputed 
whether the gospels were originally 
written in Greek or in Aramaic, but 
it has now been rendered certain by 
exploration that Greek was very 
widely used in Palestine at this time, 
and that it was understood by tho 
Jews as well as by others. We have 
recovered tho stone, written in 
Greek, which warned the gentiles 
not to enter tho inner court of tho 
temple and have found early Jewish 
bone boxes on Olivet inscribed in 
Greek.—Contemporary Review. 


W h en tb e L ate Czar W an a H o y . 
While Alexander III of Russia was 
still only the young heir to tho throne 
he was called to i>ass in review, by his 
father's side, a number of tbo high 
dignitaries of the empire. As official 
after official passed by tho hated Gor­ 
man termination of names in “ berg” 
betrayed their origin.

The court knocked out the law 
so far as it taxed incomes derived 
from rents, and also from state, coun­ 
ty an d m unicipal bonds. 
By a tie 
vote of the court tin* law w as su s­ 
tained in other respects. 
T he court’s 
conclusions, a fte r 
re­ 
viewing 
the 
historical 
and 
other 
phases of the question, w ere as fol­ 
lows: 
F irs t—T h at by the constitution fed­ 
eral taxation is divided into tw o great 
classes—direct taxes und duties, im­ 
ports and excises. 
Second — The imposition of direct 
taxes is governed by the rule of a p ­ 
portionm ent am ong the several states, 
according to num bers and the imposi­ 
tion of duties, imposts and excises by 
the rule of uniform ity throughout tlie 
United States 
T h ird —T h at the principle th a t ta x ­ 
ation and representation together w as 
intended to be and w as preserved in 
the constitution by the establishm ent 
of tlie rule of apportionm ent am ong 
the several states, so th a t such appor­ 
tionm ent should be according to num ­ 
bers in each state. 
F o u rth —T h at the states surrendered 
their pow er to levy im posts an d to 
regulate com merce to tin* general gov­ 
ernm ent and gave it tlie concurrent 
pow er to levy direct taxes in reliance 
on the protection afforded by th e rules 
prescribed, and th a t the comprom ises 
of the constitution cannot be disturbed 
by legislative action. 
F ifth —T h at these conclusions result 
from the text of the constitution, and 
are supported by the historical evi­ 
dence furnished by tin* circum stances, 
surrounding and fram ing and adop­ 
tion of th at in stru m en t and th e views 
of those who fram ed and adopted it. 
S ixth—th a t the understanding and 
expectation a t the tim e of the adop­ 
tion of tlie constitution w as th a t di­ 
rect taxes would not be levied upon 
the general governm ent, except under 
tlie pressure 
of 
extrao rd in ary exi­ 
gency, and such has been the practice 
down to Aug. 15, 1894. 
If the power 
to do so is to be exercised as an ordi­ 
nary an d usual m eans of supply, th at 
fact furnishes an additional reason 
for circumspection In disposing of tlie 
present ease. 
Seventh—T hat taxes on re*l estate 
belong to the class of direAt taxes, 
an d th at the taxes on the rent or in­ 
come of real estate, which is the in­ 
cident of its ownership, belong to the 
sam e class. 
E ighth—T h at by no previous decis­ 
ion of this court has this question been 
adjudicated to the contrary of tlie 
conclusions now announced. 
N inth—T h at so much of the act of 
Aug. 15, 1804, as attem p ts to impose 
a tax upon the rent or income of real 
estate w ithout apportionm ent is in­ 
valid. 
S o m e n o m l* E t r m p t - 
The court is fu rth e r of tlie opinion 
th a t the act of Aug. If*, 1894, is Invalid 
so fa r as It attem p ts to levy a tax 
upon tlie Income derived from m u­ 
nicipal bonds. 
As -a municipal cor­ 
poration is tlie representative of the 
state ami one of the instrum entalities 
of the state government, t i n property 
and revenues of m unicipal corpora­ 
tions are uot subjects of federal ta x ­ 
ation, nor is the income derived from 
state, county and m unicipal securities, 
since taxation on the interest there­ 
from operates oil the pow er to bor­ 
row before it is exercised and lias a 
sensible influence 
on 
tlie 
contract, 
and, therefore, such a tax is a tax on 
the pow er of the states and their in­ 
strum entalities to borrow* money, and 
consequently repugnant to t h e ’ con­ 
stitution. 
I poll each of tlie other petitions a r ­ 
gued at bar, to wit: 
First, w hether 
the void provisions as to rents and in­ 
comes from real estate invalidates the 
whole act; second, w hether as to the 
income from 
personal 
propeity as 
such, the act is unconstitutional, as 
laying direct taxes; third, w hether any 
part of the tax. if not considered as a 
direct tax, is invalid for w ant of uni­ 
form ity on either of the grounds su g ­ 
gested, the justices who heard the 
argum ents are 
equally 
divided and, 
therefore, no opinion is expressed. 
The result is th at the d e c r e e of the 
circuit court is reversed, an d the case 
rem anded with directions to enter a 
decree in favor of com plainant in re­ 
spect only of the- voluntary paym ent 
of the tax on rents and incomes of its 
real estate, and th a t which it holds in 
trust, and on the income from m unici­ 
pal bonds owned or so held by it. 
• The announcem ent of the foregoing 
conclusions of the court w as preceded 
by a review of m any opinions of tlu* 
suprem e court from ’the tim e of Chief 
Justice M arshall down to the celebrat­ 
ed Springer case, brought by ex Rep­ 
resentative Springer of Illinois, and 
by an exhaustive review of the nature 
of the direct and Indirect taxation In 
the eotirse of which the chief justice 
reviewed the debates loading up to 
tiie fram ing of the federal constitu­ 
tion, 
In conclusion the chief justice 
stated th a t his opinion tipon the Pol­ 
lock case covered the two other eases. 
T h e delivery 
of 
the opinion- c o n ­ 
sumed ju st one hour. 
T he chief ju s­ 
tice was followed by Justice Field, 
who read the first dissenting opinion, 
speaking in a low tone that contrasted 
noticeably with the loud delivery of 
th.e chief justice.

The decision applies to three cases, 
fhe tirsf of which w as brought into 
courts of tlie District of Fojum bia by 
John G. Moore, to enjoin the com m is­ 
sioner of internal revenue from the

action in these two cases was brought 
to enjoin a voluntary compliance with
